years ago the question of irrigating the 
gardens cf large institutions, both pri - 
vate and public by sewerage drainage, 
as a meahs of euriching the soil as well 
well as utilizing the reſuse ot the prem- 


ses, was very popular in this State, 
though it was adopted in very few in- 
stances, The former Board of Directors 
for the State Insane Asylum contem- 
plated at one time establishing the sys- 
tem a} that institution, but rejected the 
idea on the advice of some ot our eity 
physicians, whose opinion it was that 
the offensive emanations therefrom 
would ke detrimental to the health of 
the institution. As reference is made 
by some ‘ef our exchanges to the same 
old sewerage drainage, in terms recom- 
meudatory, we reproduce an article 
— the New York Tribune on the sub- 
Ject: 

“Failure of the System of Sewage Ir. 
rigation.—M, Lefeldt was commissioned 
by the Minister of Agriculture of Prus- 
sia, to visit England for the purpose of 
determining the value of the different 
systems of utilizing sewage; aud he 
has lately published a report on the 
subject, which is not encouraging in 
regard to the employment of these sub- 
stances as manure. His principal in- 
quiries were with refereace to the 
method of sewage irrigation. Ile shows | 
that this, instead of being a matter of 
profit, is actually the cause of consider- 
able loss; and not a siugle sewage farm 
in England is worked to advantage, 
notwithstanding all calculations as to 
apparent gain; and maintains that it is 
utterly irrational to expect. anything 
but loss, even though the sewage itsel! 
may possess considerable manuria 
value. 

“In examinivg into the Edinburg irri— 
gation meadows, Mr. Lefeldt ascertained 
that, if the sewage water is allowed to 
flow upon the land until tWo days be- 
fore mowing, the growth is found to be 
most luxuriant, with the single draw-

SOUTH AT ELMIRA-MC- 
THE on AND FAIRCHILD. 


Weare indebted to a friend for a 
copy of the Elmira Gazette, giving an 
account of the closing scenes of the Na- 
tional Teachers’ Association, recently in 
session in that city. The Gazette speaks 
of the meeting as one of the brightest 
successes of the kind ever heid in the 
State, there belug present an unusually 

number of distinguished | 
men, “scholars of high repute, heads of 
colleges, and men of thought and letters, 
from all sections of the Union.” As 
unusual interest attaches to the pro- 
ceedings of the Association in view of 
the injustice that was done the South, 
we deem it important to refer at some 
length to the part taken by our dele- 
gates in the meeting. 

The Gazette says that a notable fact 
in connection with the Association was 
the large attendance of Southern educsa- 
tional men. At no previous meeting 
has the South been more numerevaly 
and ably represented. It was an earn- | 
est and cheering evidence that this por- 
tion of our common country is awaken- 
ing to a full sense of the needs and ims 
portance of a high and more general 
educational system for her people.” 

On the last day of the session, several 
resolutions were introduced by Mr. 
Blake of North Carolina; among them 
one expressing the opinion of the Asso- 
ciation, that the proceeds of the sale of 
the public lands should be hereafter set 
apart by Congress, under such condi- 
tions as it may deem wise, as a perpet- 
al fund for the support of public educa- | 
tion im the States and Territories. 

It will be remembered that a similar 
:osolution was passed by the State Edu- 
cational Convention in this city last 
month. 

The compliments the patri- 
otic sentiments o! Prof. Jugnes, of Vir- 
ginia, and other Southern educators,” 
made in reply to the mis-statements of 
Dr. MeCosh and Mr. Fairchild. In the 
course of his remarka, Prof. Joynes said 
he had not come to Elmira as a South- 
cro mau to a Northern Convention, but 
as a National man to a National Associ- 
ot ion. He had hoped not to hear the 
wor is North and South mentioned, and 
he regretted he had beenccompelled to 
protes*, in iadividual instances, against 
wuat dscmed injustice towards the 
Sours, Ee resveited, too, that even 
those reports from the South which 
geemer. to have been conceived ina 
spirit of ipdness, had dwelt so exclu 
sively with the darker side of the ques- 
tion.” Is statement in regard to the 
condition and work of the colleges of 
Virginia since the war, and of the sac- 
rifices made by the Southern people to 
educate their chiidrer, which was 
indeed surprising to tue Association, 
was creeted ai several points with 
hearty applause.” Prof. Joynes conclu- 
ded bis address by saying that, “if any- 
tuing was done for the South it must 
be through the people of the Souii—the 
whole people, and not apy separate 
classes or races thereof. What the 
South needed was not chiss-leg.slation 
nor gove-nme t erenco—ofſ these 
there had been too much already, — but 
peace and union, both at home and in 
the North, and the liberty to do the 
best they could for themselves in their 
own way. It would do no good to 
dwell on their faults, but a true and 
generous sympathy would do good. 
The Southern people were a sensitive 
people; but they were also a generous 
people, and they would not fail to ap- 
preciate generosity.” 

Mr. Binford, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools in Virginia, followed 
Prof. Joynes, and at the conclusion of 
his remarks the President of the Asso- 
ciation thanked him in behalf of that 
body “and the two shook hands across 
the bleody chasm amidst loud ap- 
plause.”. . 

Next came Mr. McIver, the Gazette 
spells his name McKeever, Superinten- 
deut of Public Instruction in North 
Carolina, who said that in this State all 
the people were enlisted in the cause of 
education without regard to politics or 


caste... He emphatically denied the 


statement of Mr. Fairchild of Ken- 
tucky, that the old slaveholders were 
opposed to popular, education.

We notice in cho New York Herald 
of the 1 th instant, a long letter from 
its Vienna correspondent, giving an 
interesting accouut of the visit of his 
Majesty, the Emperor of Austria, to 
the American department of the 
Exposition The letter gives a 
detailed account of the principal 
articles on exhibition in the most useful 
and curious departments. In the 
enumeration is a description of the ores, 
metals and stoncs, naming States which 
furnish the specimens. The correspon- 
dent says that whatever came from the 
South seemed to be of unusual interest 
to the Emperor. We are curious,” 
said one of his suite, “to see what has 
been done in these States since the war, 
and how their industries have survived 
the war.“ Tropbies from the South 
came in for a.special siare of attention; 
but in the list of Southera States, we 
find no mention made of North Caro 
lina.

The Tele- 
graph labors at great length ard with 
much ingenuity to prove that the devi- 
ation of her compasses was not due to 
the iron and steel with which the ship 
was laden so much as to the iron which 
entered into her own composition. The 
theory of the Zelegraph which is almost 
as plausible as it is startling, is that ab- 
solute reliance cannot be placed upon 
the magrctic needle for steering any iron 
ship. The earth being itself a huge mag- 
nei, any piece of soft iron is magnet’ zed 
by being placed in the direction of 
the earth’s magnetic current. But by 
changing the position of the bar 
and striking it a sudden and violent 
blow, the poles of the magnet before 
formed may be reversed. When an 
iron ship is. constructed it inevitably bo- 
comes magnetized, in spite of the 
(forts made to demagnetize it, by pla- 
cing the various parts in different po- 
sitions, Every iron ship afloat is there- 
‘ore a great magnet, subject to the same 
changes as a magnetized bar of iron. 
The working of the engines and the 
beating of a heavy sea may de sufficient 
to change the ship’s polarity. But 
changing her polarity aſlects her com- 
passes; and the ship cannot be whol! 
trusted to their guidance. The Tel- 
grarph comes to the logical conclusion 
that, zus soon asa navigatiog officer 
cannot get aglimpse of the sur or 
stars to assure him that his compass 
keeps to its ascertained deviation, there 
is peril with every iron built vessel.

The Spartanburg (S. C.) Spartan ol 
a late date says: We understand from 
reliable authority that one day last week 
about fifty negroes, men, women and 
children—parsed up the Buncombe: 
Read, on their way, as they said to the 
Promised Lavd. It seems that these 
poor creatures, whohailed the 
goutuern portion of this county, had 
been so deluded bya negro preacher 
who claimed to be inspired and com- 
missoned to lead them to the Promised 
Land,” that they hastily sold everything 
that they hed, including their growing 
crops, and with their ismilies took up 
the line of march under the leadership 
of this self-styled Moses, for the land 
flowing with milk end honey. This 
new prophet told them that the land o! 
Canaan was about 160 miles distant, but 
as faras our imformant goes, he failed tc 
locate it exactly. These ‘Zion Trave 
iers,’ as they called themselves, will 
travel a great ways, we fear, before they 
find the promised land.“ A correspon. 
dent of the Charleston News of aà late: 
date, gives the following further par- 
ticalars concerning this strange hegiru 

“The latest excitement in our couniy 
has a most singular orgin. In this civ- 
ized age, it might sound like fiction.

Tae o.d wo- 
man was in cendnement several 
days, and was released only by the in- 
terven ion of ucighboriag whites. They 
final’y leit the county, and when last

tains, Their beliet is that when they 
reach the Promised Land they wil! have 
wings anc can fly.”
